‘] agreed to pay the $12 
sO long as my students 
weren’t charged the entry 
fee at the door, but the ad- 
ministration wouldn’t hear 
of that. They wanted both. 

“Look, I run lessons ina 
hall at the corner of 
Swanston and Littl 
Bourke Street in the heart 
of Melbourne, and it costs 
me less than Altona. 


“In Footscray, at_ the 
corner of Geelong Road 
and Barkly Street, the’ 
church hall will cost less 
to hire as well.

‘A barrister ond a magistrate clashed several times 
in Williamstown Court last Thursday during the hearing 
of a dangerous-driving charge against an Altona mn. 


Mr. G. Morrish objected 
to police evidence against 
his client that referred to 
happenings in places other 
than the place specified in 
the charge — The Es- 
planade, Altona. 

After Mr. Moorish pres- 
sed his objection, rising 
and interrupting the police 
witness, Mr. G. Hoare, 
raised his voice and told 
Mr. Moorish to sit down. 

Ian Charles Haigh, 20, of 
Queen Street, Altona, 
pleaded not guilty to the 
dangerous-driving’ charge 
and another charge of ex- 
ceeding a 60 kph speed 
jimi. 

Constable David Eason, 
said he was driving a po- 
lice van in Kororoit Creek 
Road, at 10.20' p.m, on 
Monday, April 28, when he} 
saw a panel van driven by: 
Haigh turn quickly into 
Maidstone Street. 

Mr. Morrish objected to 
this evidence ag irrelevant. 
He said, his client was en- 


titled to know, before the; ,, 


hearing began, what 
charge he had to face, 

“It is now almost two 
months since these 
events,” he said. “Now, as 
the case unfolds, the evi- 
dence expands.” 

Const. Eason went on to 
tell how the police van fol- 
lowed Haigh, who 
appeared to be racing with 
a utility. ‘ 

Mr. Morrish objected 
again. 

Mr. Hoare said the evi- 
dence was not irrelevant. 
It established how the wit- 








ness first came to see the 
defendant! 

‘Constable ‘Eason said 
the two cars sped over a 
railway crossing and ac- 
celerated away from the 
police vehicle. . 

Qver-ruling another ob- 
jection by -Mr.. Morrish, 
Mr. Hoare told Const. 
Eason to continue. 

The constable said he 
operated the siren and the 
flashing blue light on the 
police van. 

Mr. Morrish: If you will 
not hear my objection, I 
cannot perform my fune- 
tion as a counsel. 

Mr. Hoare: | eannot 
perform my function as a 
magistrate, either. 

Const. Eason said he 
estimated the speed of the 
two vehicles at 140 kph in 
a 60 kph zone. 

Both vehicles went over 
the Civic Parade inter- 
section at about 80 kph. 

Further on, people 
crossing the road had to 
hurry to get out of their 


ay. 
At The Esplanade, the 
two vehicles went in dif- 
ferent directions and the 


police van followed 
Haigh’s van. 
The van accelerated. 


Near Rose Street, its lights! 
went off, Its speed was up‘ 


to 135 kph. 
Finally the van stopped 


in Kororoit Creek Road’
